Dr. Paris Claims Insanity 
Is Socio logical Problem 

Speaks to Joint Meeting of Psychologi- 
cal and Biological Societies in 
Union Ballroom 



Addressing a joint meeting of the 
niotoglcsl and P.^ychological Soci- 
eties last nighl, ProfpRfior R. E. 1,. 
Faris, of the department of Sociol- 
ogy, spoke on the subject of ".So- 
ciology in Relation to Mental Dis- 
order," 

Professor Farls used as the basis 
of his talk his .sf»clologlcal sUirly of 
mental diseases in the cily of Chi- 
cago. Thi.'î .liliidy h»<i been piibli.^h- 
c<\ in book form uridrr the 'itle of 
"Mental [Ji.cnrflers ir, (frh.m Areas. 
An Ecological Study of Schizo- 
phrenia and other Psychoses." This 
work was compiled from .staii,?t,ic3 
of mental cases for fourteen year.? 
available at, nncr,l;il ho-spiUls. In 
di.-icu.winH this topic the speaker 
sliov;cd th,it most types of mental 
disorders predominated in the poor- 
er sections of the city was probably 
the effect of the community en- 
vironment. 

lie tabulated hi.^; .H'..at.;slic,< ur.dc: 
the different type.'; of insanity and 
."ho wed thai although in most types 
the rate of occurrence was highest 
in the poorer areas, the type of In- 
sanity involving alternate fits of 
elation and depression occurred in 
sections of higher average rental. 
This type was especially predomin- 
ant in the case of idle women. This. 
Dr. Faris explained, was due to the 
fact that this particular cla.ss of the 
population had a great deal of free 



time and so had plenty of time to 
brood. In another form which af- 
flicts younger people, he showed 
that though Iho incidence wsr high- 
e.^t in \r>rn\\Ur>> '.f h sh fl''linr|ii/'ncv 
II occurred alrr>osi, exclusively in 
people who '.vere not de;'ini-|ii<>n?. 
The victims in most cases were chil- 
dren who had ben excluded from 
the society of their fellow.?, either 
becsu.^e of highly moral parent or 
other cmses, and so as a result of 
rontintisl moral Fhr^M^. in lat,ftr life 
they uT^./.f ' - .',-!'~r ne .^l.rain. 

MfnUI derangcnr.erit due to ve- 
nereal disease predominated in 
areas v/here the population v/as 
most mobile, such as the rooming- 
hoii.^e and norir, sections, these be- 
uiR area,^ ;n vhich there iiî little 
if any i-.omo li.'o ^in^i there is less 
action of moral forces, he .■said. 

In conclusion the speaker point- 
ed out that the present difficulty 
In the proper study of this ques- 
tion v.'a.s tho difficulty in the cla.-- 
.lification of the lyp<;.^ of mental 
di.sordor ar.d the inad'jqua'/b fa- 
cilities for ihe care of the insane. 

Dr. Faris, who became a member 
of the staff only last year, receiv- 
ed his undergraduate and gradu- 
ate education at ;.he Un.versity of 
Chicago where hi.s fatii^r head 
of the department of 3»:.ology. 
Subsequently he taught for seven 
yeai% at Brown University, after 
which he came to McGill.

"GEXEVA". by George Bernard Shaw, with 
Maunce Colboume.

When one compares the showing made by 
Ba^r^■ Jones and Jessica Tandy a few weeks 
agp la •■Charles the Kin?" with the perform- 
ance by the same company of "Geneva" one is 
forced to the real;:£t:or. ths; "the plays the 
thine". The actors m the two cases were the 
same, the director was the same— Maurice Col- 
boume — but the playwrights were different. 
The result was a dull show a few weeks ago 
and a scintillating success las; nigh;. We doubt 
whether our praises will affect '.he life or re- 
putation of George Bernard Shaw one wsy or 
another, but we would like to add our voice 
to that of the millions of critics who, in the 
course of the past few decades, have come to 
accltim the literary genius Of that caustic old 
Irishman. He certainly knows how to wTite 
plays; Good plays! 

The story of the play concerns the trai.i of 
events set in motion by a number of people 
who have enough courage to indict the rulers 
of the totalitarian states before the Inlernaiio.i- 
al Couri a; The Hague. Warrants are issued 
lor the bum.Tioiiuig of the rulers of Germany, 
Italy and Spain. These worthy gentlemen ap- 
pear and proceed to bluster away in the usual 
manner, the while quarrelling amongst them- 
selves. The final curtain comes down as all 
those on the stage are lislerung for the latest 
news on the invasion of Ruritania by German 
troops 

Maurice Col'oourne makes a very realistic 
Battler (Hitler) even to the high-pitched flew 
of oratory arA nervout gestures of that dictator. 
Mr. Colboume (hows the effect of vast, suge 
experience by utiliiing every potslble trick to 
emphasize the ridiculousness of the character 
he was portraying. Barry Jones, though a 
polished actor, seemed rather hesitant in his 
first scene. He was unconvincing in his early 
iWig spbechei. but a£ the play proceeded he 
warmed up to hie part and finally gained the 
sympathy of his audience. At Die j udge of the 
Intemationid Coiurt he had a rather difficult 
task to discharge on the stage. 

Perhaps the most amusingly convincing 
rendition it has ever been our good fortune 
'.0 see was given by l.,av.rence Hauiay Ji. hit 
portrayal of Sir Orpheus Midiander, the Bri- 
tish Foreign Secretary. Mr. Hanray brought 
to his part a vivacity and freshness which has 
not been seen in Montreal for « long lime. 
Krnesl Borrov/ at Bombarcione 'I/luttulujj; inay 
not look exactly at liiat diclaloi , but he v/tuia 
a toga and bluste/s quila m much as hia proto- 
type. John ïumbull, portraying General 
fVanco, did fairly well in an easy spot. 

it was rather an unpleasant surprise to aee 
J«fssica Tandy assigned to a minor part, that of 
the evangelical deaconess. Miss Tandy did ex- 
tremely v/ell in a difficult part in "Charles 
the King ' and detej ved l>etler treatment in 
"Gtneva". Korah Howard, playing the pari of 
Begonia Brov/n, a native of Camber v/ell and 
a seU-appointed mainstay of the British £m- 
pixe, shov/ed herself to be a very able come- 
diemu. Others in the cast v/ere Beckett Bould, 
Harvey Braban, Suzan Turner, Jack Brown, T. 
JUnaud Lock wood, Earle Grey, Cyril Gardiner 
and Patrick Ludlow. 

The scenery included three sets, one simple 
and two very elaborate. The simple set was 
.-.lighUy underdone, but the elaborate ones v/ere 
at per/eel as It y/ffi possible to make them. 
Montreal's amateur theatrical groups could 
learn much in the way of scenery, lighting and 
especially costumes Sran, liu,- ;,i odwclinii. 'i'his 
reviewer certainly enjoytd every moment of 
lilt performance both from the technjpal and 
the int«UectUj>l standpoint.

Pituburgh, Pa.— A year in a for 
eign university, with no roll check 
ings, asjîignments, exammations, nor 
grades, might be any student's idea 
of Shangri-La, but Tom Hodges, 
special student in the Ck>llege. after 
having tasted these educational lib 
erties, is glad to be back on native 
soil again. 

Hodges, in an exchange of stu- 
dents, sponsored by Phi Delta 
Theta, men's social fraternity, and 
the University in conjunction with 
German tmiversities, was able to 
spend the past year studying ir. , 
Germany. Wolfgang Schulte wiU 'oe 
remembered as the German student 
who as thç (German exdjange, took 
Hodges' place at the University 
last year. 

Landing Germany early in Sep- 
tember, Hodges enrolled first in the 
University of Hamburg where he 
studied until October. He then at- 
tended the University of Wuewy- 
burg until March, when he register- 
ed and completed his studies at the 
University of Berlin. "Which is a 
lot of universities and territory to 
cover for a stranger in a foreign 
land," observes Hodges, "but the 
e.xperience was intriguing." 

Uniwrsity social life in (Sermany 
is far removed from that on which 
-'Vmerican studenu tlirive. There 
isn't much 'social-shindisging" 
connected with the schools. There 
are. however, student clubs formed 
outside which hold dances and oth- 
er affairs. "Originally there were 
independent fraternities, but since 
Hitler 'revolutionized in 1933,' fra- 
ternities were incorporated into one 
general group, the 'Studenten 
Bimd,' Hodges e.xplained. 

All Hodges' classes were conduct- 
ed lit the Crerman language which 
he maiiascd to pick up after si.\ 
weeks. The German professors dif- 1 
fer in ono fimdamental manner 
from Ota's in their teachUig, he re- 
ports: "Their approach to their 
classes is completely didactic— they 
harbor no duscu.ssions or conflicting 
opinions in cla.-.sei." 

Tho German students, he be- 
lieves, are quite dissimilar to Amer- 
ican students in general. They pos- 
sess a more sober outlook on life, 
pcrhaiv. the. result of a conipulsoi'y 
law which retiuires each man, after 
lieiiik; yiaduated froju ilie s.vin- 
iiasium, to servo six months in the 
labor corps followed by two years 
ot n\ilitary service. IHie Geiman 
student is thus usually older than 
tlie American soldier. Only men at- 
tend Uie German umveisilies. 

Hodges, an Enshsh majoir aud 
Gtsrman ininou', learned much of 
both languages during his yçji-'s 
stay abroad. English, there, is a pre- 
ferred tongue, and is compulsory in 
most of the course*. 

When pressed tor his seueral im- 
pieiiioii ot Geimany, Uovlges pla.v- 
eU safe by vepb'iug, "I'd better re- 
serve judgment until }, know xaoi^ 
about 111" —Pitt News.
